Mayor Ray Gibbon sugges- 
ted it was not all local resi- 
dents who were responsible 
for the problem, Many ofthe 
people came from the city.

Council voted 4-2 Monday 
night to submit plans and 
specifications and informa- 
tion regarding bids and funds

They went into the mail 
Tuesday night, 

Councillor John de Bruijn, 
head of a special committee 


of council handling the pro- 
ject, said the fund was still 
about $5,000 short of what 
was required but that the 
arena cominittee would make 
up the deficit. 

He recommended that 
council accept the bid of 
Norway Construction Ltd. of 
St, Albert that included: 

* $84,951 for the building 
and footings; 

* $1,300 for water and

‘Recreation covers a wide

facilities,’’ Mrs, Laird said, 

“This would not be the 
case {tf it were not for the 
existence of the agreement 
between the town and the two 
school districts.’’ 

She said that even without 
the increase in population, it 
would appear that more 
people are becoming involv- 
ed in the field of recreation, 
Almost all clubs and organ- 
{zations showed an increase 
in participation during the 
past year and several new 
activities were introduced, 

Ron Harvey, trustee with 
the St, Albert Protestant 
Separate School Board, told 
the meeting he would like to 
see the recreational facilit- 
jes in schools going seven 
days a week, 100 per cent.

Trustees of the St, Albert 
Separate School District 
have granted themselves a 
pay raise, 

Effective Jan, 1, pay per 
meeting for all regular and 
committee meetings will be 
$20, It was previously $15, 

The pay hike puts the sep- 
arate board members well 
ahead of their counterparts 
in the public system, The pay 
there is only $10 per meet- 
ing. 

It also puts them ahead 
of town councillors, who earn 
$15 a meeting and who in 


September voted down a pay 
raise for themselves, 

The trustees also appro- 
ved a new scale regarding 
convention expenses, Pay- 
ment will now be $40 per day 
in the Greater Edmonton 
area plus transportation, 

A change was also made 
regarding meal allowances 
for employees attending con- 
ventions, They will be paid 
$10 per day with the follow- 
ing breakdown, # for break- 
fast, $3 for lunch and $5 for 
dinner, 
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sewer from the street to the 
building; 

* $2,000 for minor washe 
room facilities; 

* $1,254 for a concrete 
Slab for the washrooms; 

* $600, for the electrical 
work for the washrooms. 

The Chamber of Comme 
rece submitted a bid of 
$2,500 for the rink boards 
and Sturgeon Electric sube 
mitted a bid of $7,900 for the 
lighting, This brings total 
cost of the building as pro- 
posed to $100,645, 

The arena committee has 
$20,298 in the bank raised 
through public subscription 
and the town’s bylaw passed 
in 1966 will provide $75,000, 

Councillor de Bru'jn said 
the shortage of funds would 
not mean any delay if the 
project gets LAB approval 
as the arena committee was 
prepared to sign notes to 
cover the balance. 

It is also almost certain 
that the St, Albert Kinsmen 
will be donating an addition- 
al $2,500 to the project. The 
Kinsmen, who have already 
donated $7,500, will vote on 
the additional funds shortly, 

Councillor de Brutjn said 
he could not give an estima- 
ted date for completion be- 
cause the project had not 
been approved, He said, how= 
ever, that it would involve 
50 working days from the 
starting date, 

‘We would be fortunate 
if we got ice in the building 
before the endof February,’’ 
he said, ‘‘when you consider 
taking in Christmas and the 
possibility ofsome cold wea= 
ther,”’ 

Councillor J, J, Bakker, 
who with Mayor Ray Gibbon 
has fought all along against 
the site south of Imperial 
Lumber on Perron Street, 
spoke against the project 
again Monday night. But his 
words fell on deaf ears, 

‘For the first time acon= 
siderable amount of public 
spirit has been generated 
in this community,’’ Coun- 
cillor de Bruijn said, ‘‘A 
considerable amount of funds 
have been raised and some 
of them hinge on a Jan, 31 
start. Council would be re- 
miss in not pushing ahead,’’ 

Councillors de Bruljn, 
Rene Kambouroff, Frank 
Lukay and Bob Russell voted 
in favor of going to the LAB, 
Mayor Gibbon and Councillor 
Bakker voted against, 

Following the vote, Mayor 
Gibbon asked ‘‘is there any 
other comment on the 
arena?’’ 

"You could wish us God 
speed,’’ Councillor de Brut jn 
suggested, 

‘I'll probably be in there 
helping,’’ the mayor sald,
